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Firm offers reward 
after garage robbery 



FUEL company 
Total is offering a 
reward of up to 
£1,000 after robbers 
subjected a woman 
cashier to a terri¬ 
fying ordeal. 

The woman, who is in 
her 60s, was outside the 
Total garage in High 
Street, Newmarket, hav¬ 
ing a break at 12.15am 
on Tuesday when a man 
approached and asked 
for a cigarette. He then 
grabbed her and was 
joined by a second man. 

After forcing her to hand 
over the shop keys, they took 
cash and fled along Dulling- 
ham Road. 

A vehicle was then heard 
driving off. 

The cashier was extremely 
shaken but unhurt. 

Police have not disclosed 
the amount of cash stolen. 

Both robbers were white, 
aged about 22 and slimly 
built. The first was 6ft lin, 
wearing a light-coloured 
hooded top. 

The second was 5ft 9in, 
wearing a dark-coloured 
hooded top. 

Anyone with information 
is asked to call CID on (01284) 
774100 or Crimestoppers, 
anonymously, on 0800 555111. 

Total is offering a reward 
of up to £1,000 in conjunction 
with Crimestoppers for any 
information leading to the 
arrest and charge of the 
robbers. 
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Kate Munro, corporate 
communications manager, 
said: “We will not tolerate 
incidents of this nature. 

“The safety and security of 
staff and customers is an 
absolute priority for Total 
and the reward scheme is 
part of a raft of measures 
being introduced by the 
company across the country 
to combat forecourt crime. 

“Our security department 
is working closely with 
police to analyse the CCTV 
footage in order to catch the 
perpetrators.” 

The raid happened just two 
weeks after Suffolk police 
launched an autumn cam¬ 
paign aimed at reducing 
robberies at post offices and 
convenience stores. 

The campaign, codenamed 
Operation Arctic, includes 
police visiting all vulnerable 
stores with advice on 
tightening security. 

Police have also appealed 
to the public to alert them to 
any suspicious activities 
such as people keeping watch 
on shops. 

The Total garage has a 
convenience store which was 
at the centre of controversy 
over 24-hour sales of drink 
earlier this year. 

District councillors grant¬ 
ed a licence for off-sales 
round the clock most nights 
of the week despite object¬ 
ions from people living near¬ 
by.

Big crackdown by 
agencies a success

POLICE and council 
officials staged a 
crackdown on under¬ 
age drinking, drugs 
and motoring offen¬ 
ces. 

The 14-hour “Impact 
Day” was staged in New¬ 
market on Hallowe’en 
and included a range of 
other agencies, including 
the DVLA which checked 
for untaxed vehicles. 

It was the first multi¬ 
agency crackdown of its 
kind in Suffolk and 
included test purchasing 
of alcoholic drinks by 
two 15-year-old volun¬ 
teers who visited bars, 
clubs, convenience 
stores, supermarkets and 
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petrol stations. 

A member of staff at a 
bar was given a fixed 
penalty fine for selling 
alcohol to under 18s and 
trading standards offi¬ 
cers will be following up 
the incident. 

Checks were also 
carried out at eight pubs 
and clubs to ensure that 
the terms of their licen¬ 
ces were being followed. 
But no further under-age 
offences were found 
although some noise and 
health and safety issues 
will be followed up by the 
relevant agencies. 


Police also patrolled 
eight areas of the town 
for three hours to check 
on under-age street 
drinking. 

Traffic police vehicle 
checks led to the arrest of 
a 28-year-old woman from 
Ely who was cautioned 
for having a class C drug. 

Two fixed penalty 
tickets were issued for 
having no MOT, three 
were issued for defective 
tyres, one was issued for 
a mobile phone offence 
and two were issued for 
no insurance. 

Four vehicles were 
seized for having no 
insurance. 

A police sniffer dog 
was also at work in the 


town and 16 people were 
searched by police as a 
result. 

One, a 15-year-old 
youth from Cambridge, 
was charged with having 
a bladed weapon and was 
due to appear before a 
youth court at Bury St 
Edmunds yesterday 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “We are pleased that 
we found no underage 
drinking, and that 
Hallowe’en passed off 
peacefully in New¬ 
market. 

“We will continue to 
work with our partners 
to ensure the town 
remains a safe place to 
enjoy a night out.” 


Man, 42, faces 
robbery charges 

A MAN has been remanded in 
custody charged with a spate 
of robberies at village shops. 
Alan Loveridge, 42, is accused 
of robberies at the 
convenience store in Exning 
in October, 2006, the shop on 
Newmarket’s Studlands Park 
estate in November, 2006, a 
shop in Barrow, between 
Newmarket and Bury St 
Edmunds, in November, 2006, 
the post office in Linton, in 
the same month and a robbery 
at Dedham, Essex, in 
November 2007. 

Loveridge, of Rede Way, Great 
Cornard, Suffolk, was charged 
last Friday and was remanded 
in custody to appear before 
South East Suffolk 
Magistrates on Wednesday, 
November 12. 

A 41-year-old woman from 
Great Cornard who was 
arrested on suspicion of 
conspiracy to commit robbery 
has been released on bail to 
return to Ipswich police 
station on January 16. 

Plane loses panel 

A PANEL fell off an American 
Air Force plane on an in-flight 
refueling mission. 

The 1ft by 2ft panel fell off a 
landing gear door of a KC-135 
Stratotanker aircraft flying 
from the Mildenhall base. 
Earlier this year a chaff 
canister fell off an MC-130 
plane - a version of the 
Hercules transport aircraft - 
from the base. 

And previously a practice 
bomb was dropped on a farm 
in Yorkshire by an F-15E 
Strike Eagle jet from the 
neighbouring Lakenheath 
base. 

The latest incident happened 
last Thursday while the KC- 
135 from the 100th Air 
Refuelling Wing was on a 
routine flight which took it 
towards Coningsby in 
Lincolnshire, over The Wash 
and back to the base. 

Cars raided 

PERSONAL music players 
and other items including 
cash have been stolen from 
cars in a spate of incidents. 
Police have warned motorists 
to remove any valuable items 
and ensure that cars are left 
locked.

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Queen makes private visit 
to open new centre at vets 


THE Queen made a private 
visit to vets who treat her 
horses to open a new diag¬ 
nostic centre. 

Her visit to Rossdale & Partners 
came 10 years after she officially 
opened their horse hospital on the 
same site at Exning. 

She was shown some of the most 
advanced veterinary diagnostic 
equipment available in the UK 
during a tour of the new building. 

Afterwards, the Queen met 
members of Rossdales’ staff who 
had gathered to greet her and was 
presented with a posy of flowers by 
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Daisy Bathe, five-year-old daughter 
of Rossdales’ partner Andy Bathe, 
before unveiling a commemorative 
plaque and declaring the centre 
officially open. 

Prof Sidney Ricketts, Rossdales’ 
senior partner, said: “Her Majesty 
was very interested to see our 
newly-completed facilities and how 
we have developed the latest 
imaging techniques for the benefit 
of our patients, including those at 


the Royal Studs. 

“She met our teams of expert 
staff and expressed her pleasure in 
seeing where her horses undergo 
specialist diagnosis and 
treatment.” 

The new centre is the result of 
several years’ planning and 
significant investment to enhance 
existing facilities. 

As an addition to their current 
digital radiography and nuclear 
scintigraphy (bone scanning) 
facilities, the new building houses 
three examination rooms, used for 
cardiological, orthopaedic and 
internal medicine ultrasound 


scanning, and imaging suites for 
MRI (magnetic resonance imaging) 
and CT (computed tomography). 

The MRI suite provides more 
spacious facilities to replace those 
that have been used intensively 
over the last two years. The CT 
scanner is described as the most 
advanced system of its kind in 
veterinary use in the UK. 

The centre is the latest 
development in the Newmarket 
area for the treatment of horses. 

Newmarket Equine Hospital, run 
by a different veterinary group, has 
just opened near the July 
racecourse. 


Treasure site

TREASURE hunters are 
believed to have plundered 
fields on a heritage site 
where Roman remains and 
earlier relics have been 
found.

WREATH laying 
ceremonies will take place 
at Newmarket’s war 
memorial on The Severals 
at 2pm on Sunday. 

The Remembrance Sunday 
parade will take place 
afterwards with ex-service 
and cadet organisations 
being led by two pipers. 

The parade will march 
along the High Street to 
Tattersalls racehorse sales 
ring where the service of 
remembrance will be held 
at 2.45pm. 


Hotel plans 
put on hold 

PLANS for a hotel, four car 
showrooms and a McDonald’s fast 
food restaurant at a busy road 
junction are on hold after coun¬ 
cillors expressed concern about 
traffic and road safety. 

Forest Heath District Council’s 
planning committee has deferred 
consideration of a major scheme 
proposed for the site of a former 
filling station at the Fiveways 
roundabout in Barton Mills. 

The council’s planning officers 
said the scheme was acceptable, but 
Barton Mills Parish Council has 
objected to the proposal, submitted 
by Carnal Architects. 

The scheme proposes the 
redevelopment of the former Jet 
filling station which is now used as 
a car wash. A 61-room hotel is 
planned together with a 
McDonald’s drive-through. 

The plans show entry and exit off 
the A1101 Mildenhall road and a 
further entrance from the A1065 
Brandon road. Members of the 
committee asked for more 
information about the access and 
exit from the development.

Felling 
of tree 
causes 
concern 

A COUNCIL is 
considering its opt¬ 
ions after a tree 
was illegally cut 
down on a site 
which has prev¬ 
iously been at the 
centre of contro¬ 
versy over unauth¬ 
orised tree felling. 

The horse chest¬ 
nut tree was cut 
down in the 
grounds of a house 
known as Arbor- 
field, in Fordham 
Road, Newmarket. 

The site was at 
the centre of a row 
in May when con¬ 
tractors felled trees 
while Forest Heath 
District Council 
was considering an 
application to re¬ 
move diseased 
trees. 

The council sub¬ 
sequently said it 
would have agreed 
to the removal of 
the majority of the 
trees and took no 
action against the 
developer who is 
intending to build 
new homes in the 
garden. 

But now a heal¬ 
thy horse chestnut 
has been felled des¬ 
pite having a pres¬ 
ervation order on 
it. 

The issue was 
raised at Newmar¬ 
ket Town Council’s 
monthly meeting 
when councillors 
voted to express 
concern about the 
“failure” of the dis¬ 
trict council’s tree 
protection policies. 

The row is the 
latest issue invol¬ 
ving tree felling in 
the town and foll¬ 
ows major protests 
from racehorse 
trainers and others 
involved with the 
racing industry 
over the clearance 
of trees from the 
garden of a house 
called The Gables 
in Bury Road. 

Cllr Richard Flet¬ 
cher, who chairs 
the town council’s 
development and 
planning commit¬ 
tee, said: “There is 
something wrong 
with the district’s 
tree protection 
procedures if this 
can happen.” 

A district council 
spokeswoman said 
the felling of the 
tree without con¬ 
sent was “regret¬ 
table.” 

She said: “It is a 
criminal offence to 
cut down a tree in 
contravention of a 
preservation order 
and we are consid¬ 
ering our options.” 

No-one could be 
contacted for com¬ 
ment from the dev¬ 
elopers or the con¬ 
tractors.

Duo finish 1,200-mile bike ride 


A PART-TIME postman and his 
son have completed a 1,200-mile 
charity cycle ride up the coast of 
Vietnam. 

Les Trim, 62, and his son Alan, 
24, of Freshfields, Newmarket, 
rode through blistering heat and 
monsoon floods to raise money 
for St Nicholas Hospice in Bury 
St Edmunds.

A PROFESSIONAL 
artist who subjected 
a girl to a catalogue 
of sexual abuse and 
cruel taunts has 
been jailed for two- 
and-a-half years. 

Christopher Brooks, 54, 
of Silver Street, Burwell, 
put his traumatised vic¬ 
tim through three years 
of degrading attacks, 
which began when she 
was just 11, Guildford 
Crown Court was told. 

He would also humil¬ 
iate her in front of other 
people, telling her: “You 
look fat”, the court heard. 

Judge Peter Moss jailed 
Brooks and put him on 
the sex offenders register. 

The defendant stood 
impassively in the dock 
as the judge told him: 
“You haven’t shown one 
iota of remorse.” 

Brooks appeared for 
sentence after a jury 
unanimously found him 
guilty of two charges of 
indecent assault and a 
third of sexual activity 
with a child. 

During his trial, 
Brooks, a married man 
with no children of his 
own, denied the alleg¬ 
ations and insisted the 
girl had come on to him. 

Patricia May, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He’s still in 
total denial.”

The court was told the 
incidents happened bet¬ 
ween August 31, 2002, and 
October 10, 2005, starting 
when the victim was 11 
and stopping when she 
was 15. 

At the trial, the girl, 
now 17, who can’t be 
named for legal reasons, 
said the assaults were 
physically and emot¬ 
ionally painful. 

The court was told 
Brooks was finally 
arrested and charged 
after the victim plucked 
up the courage to confide 
in two school friends who 
helped her to bring the 
crimes to the notice of the 
authorities. 

Praising the two pals, 
Judge Moss said: “The 
victim was fortunate to 
have the support of good 
friends.”

BATHROOMS 
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Pub plans rejected 

PLANS to extend an historic pub 
with 12 motel-style rooms have 
been rejected by councillors. 
Members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee have 
turned down an application for 
permission to build the rooms at 
The Cock Inn in Kentford. 

Greene King Pub Partners, the 
company that owns the pub, 
wanted the rooms to provide 
overnight accommodation for 
people visiting the area on 
business or in connection with 
Newmarket’s horse racing 
industry 

But members of the committee 
refused planning permission on 
the grounds that the scheme would 
lead to road safety problems 
because cars and coaches could 
park on the road outside the pub. 
The committee’s ruling was 
against the advice of council 
planning experts and an 
independent roads consultant who 
argued that additional parking on 
the B1506 road would not cause a 
safety problem. 

Council planners warned that an 
appeal against the decision could 
lead to costs being granted against 
the council. 

Rare collection 

WHAT is believed to be Europe’s 
largest collection of cigar cutters is 
to be auctioned at Newmarket. 

The 750 cutters and other 
associated items will be among the 
lots at Rowley’s Fine Art Auction 
in Tattersalls racehorse sales ring 
on Tuesday, November 18. 

The collection was assembled by 
an East Anglian private collector 
over the last 40 years. 

Individual estimates for the cutters 
range from around £2,000. One in 
the shape of Victorian jockey Fred 
Archer is expected to sell for 
between £100 and £150.

become a ringer. 

Although the largest bell at St 
Mary’s weighs more than a 
ton, he said that often more 
effort was needed to control 
the smaller bells. 

“Once you have learned it’s 
like riding a bike - you don’t 
forget how to do it,” he said. 
“And you can ring at any 
church.”

“His big fear was that we’d end 
up doing all those Latin dances 
where the men have to wear 
open shirts and tight trousers.

A FORMAL plan¬ 
ning application for 
a development of up 
to 1,200 new homes 
is due to be sub¬ 
mitted early next 
year 

Consultants working 
for landowner Lord 
Derby have held two 
public consultation 
sessions about the 
scheme to develop 150 
acres next to the A14 at 
Newmarket. 

The latest session, at 
the town’s Heath Court 
Hotel, showed more 
detail of the proposals 
which are set to include 
a hotel, business areas, 
sports facilities and a 
new park. 

The land, known as 
Hatchfield Farm, has 
been identified for 
development in Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
“core strategy”. 

The scheme, which 
has faced criticism, is 
due to be phased over 
the next 23 years. 

Rachel Hood, of the 
Save Historic New¬ 


market group, has said 
the scheme would just 
be a “dormitory” for 
Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds. She appealed 
to residents to make 
their views known 
when the application for 
planning permission is 
submitted. 

Bob Sellwood, plan¬ 
ning consultant for Lord 
Derby, said: “You never 
expect with a big dev¬ 
elopment like this that 
everybody will be 
wholly in favour.” 


But he said the 
consultation meetings 
had been useful and 
around 100 people 
attended the most 
recent session. 

“The idea was to 
explain our plans and 
listen to people and, 
where appropriate, 
make amendments,” he 
said. 

Mr Sellwood said the 
scheme had already 
been changed to remove 
a road access from 
Snailwell Road after 


warnings that it would 
lead to the area becom¬ 
ing a rat run. 

He said they were also 
considering the inclu¬ 
sion of a cinema, if 
there was sufficient 
interest from an 
operator, after a local 
suggestion. 

He said an outline 
planning application 
was due to be submitted 
early next year and 
further informal con¬ 
sultation would be held 
around that time.

Satirical stand-up 
without the stags

FRANKIE Boyle is known 
as the “dark heart of Mock 
the Week', by the BBC2 
comedy show’s presenter 
Dara O’Briain. 

His jokes and one-liners that 
pepper the successful satirical 
panel show cover subjects that 
other comics tend not to cover. 
And it’s a reputation he’s happy to 
build upon as he travels the UK on 
his first ever national tour. 

“I started off my career telling 
jokes about murders and serial 
killers. I just thought about 
whatever came into my head - the 
darker side of Scottish life and, 
erm, serial killers,” he says. 
Glasgow-born Boyle thinks it is 
this heritage that has bred his love 
of the darker side of life. 

“Scottish comedy by nature is 
very dark. I think it’s a lot better 
than British comedy in general. It’s 
grim. It’s really grim. 

“I’m actually a weirdly optimistic 
person. It really helps me with my 
work, because I’m always going 
on thinking ‘this is going to be a 
fantastic show’.” 

His show Morons I Can Heal had 
a sell out run at last year’s 
Edinburgh Festival Fringe. He was

the fastest-selling comedy show 
at the Assembly Rooms in its 
history and eventually sold more 
tickets than Ricky Gervais’ show 
at Edinburgh Castle. Similar 
success in London’s West End 
have established Boyle as one of 
the rising stars of comedy.
